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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Objections 



1. Claims 1 and 15 are objected to because of the following informalities: "as secondary 
traffic" because there is no primary traffic and if the circuit switched link is the primary traffic, 
then the secondary traffic can not over the primary traffic. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims 14 and 20 are objected to because of the following informalities: "wherein 
TCP/IP" is not disclosed in claims 1 and 15. Appropriated correction is required. 



2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims are 1, 4-7 and 9-20 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hamalainen et al (U.S. Patent No. 5802465) in view of Background of the invention. 

- With respect to claims 1-7 and 9-14, Hamalainen teaches a method of communicating 
between a wireless unit and a packet data network (Fig. 1 shows the wireless unite and packet 
data network), comprising the steps of: 

establishing a circuit switched link between the wireless unit and a base station (Fig. 4); 

sending a setup packet over a circuit switched link (Fig. 5) between the wireless unit and 
a base station to establish a data session between the wireless unit and the packet data network 
(col. 11, lines 31-35); 
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and sending data packets for the data session over a packet switch Unk between the 
wireless unit and the packet data network on a wireless resource (col. 11, lines 31-35) that has 
been temporarily allocated in response to a request for a wireless resource to send data packet for 
the data session (col. 11, lines 41-49). 

wherein TCP/IP is used as the transport protocol for the packet data network and the 
setup packet is a TCP setup packet sent on one or more voice frames over the already established 
circuit switched link (col. 9, lines 56-58). 

Hamalainen fails to teach the temporarily allocated in response to a request for a wireless 
resource to send data packet for data session. The background invention teaches the temporarily 
allocation (page 4, lines 17-23; page 5, lines 3-4) for sending data packet. Therefore, it would 
have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention was made to 
implement the method of temporarily allocation channels in response to a request for a wireless 
resource to send data packet for data session for communication between unit and base station in 
data communication. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 , 4-7, & 9-20 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
